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CRITICAL PERIOD AHEAD 
The pages of history have been turned and 
finis has been w hitten a fte r the records of the

There is no ques­ 
tion but tha t great tem porary benefit has iol- 
lowed m any of the federal piojccts. 
The greatest nation-w ide federal projects to 
improve conditions, the CWA and the PWA, were 
based on the spending of huge sums of public 
money. Since it is obvious tha t such spending 
m ust soon cease, the chief interest a t present 
centers on the perm anent im provem ent of pri­ 
vate industry. If it can stand on its own feet 
from now on and prosper from the im petus tha t 
it has received from federal aid through the 
spending of public funds, the battle to lick the 
depression has been won. 
Since tnis question m ust first be answeied >>at 
isfactorily, the coming year constitutes the real 
test of the adm inistration. If the forward m arch 
to prosperity is not seriously interrupted, Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt will have garnered undying fame 
for himself as the m an who led his country out 
of one of the worst depressions ever known. 
The popularity of President Roosevelt 
in ­ 
creases w ith a m ajority as his term of office 
lengthens and regardless of his success in office 
he always will be adm ired as a courageous and 
conscientious leader.

If the public oi any com m unity w an s a 
change in its newspaper, then it is up co tha t 
com m unity to change itself first tha t the news­ 
paper may continue to reflect the spirit and pro 
gress of the com m unity in its true light.
